Once complete, DRAFT will be sent to Board after Secretary of Transportation approval, then finalized and forwarded
to Governor Kaine.

Governor’s|nitiative:

The Governor’s directive to the Secretary of Public Safety to increase speed limit enforcement on 1-81 and 1-95 began
July 7. Kathy Aebischer discussed current request for funding for FY 06 as well as the FY 07 request for the additional
funding to support thisinitiative. Estimated Request - $849,500.

Recognition Request:

Charles Quillin previously asked the Board to approve aletter of recognition for an Augusta County Deputy. The Board
requested that staff prepare adraft for review. The letter has been prepared and approved. Staff is currently
coordinating a date for the presentation with the Augusta Sheriff’s office.
